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1. SS EASTERN VENTURE, voyage 10, was scheduled to leave Dairen on 7 September 
and proceed directly to Hong kong, arriving about 15 September 1950. Her 
manifested cargo included 2,600 tons of bean cake and 1,000 cases of glass. 


2. The VWORTRANS vessel, SS ALDAN, was still undergoing repairs in Dairen on 
& September 1950, 


5. On € September 1950 tke ORTRANS vessel, SS AIVAZOVSKY, was still in 
sowloon Bay, despite a report that it had left for an uaknown destination 
on 1 September. 


4. In late August 1950 the SS AZOV* took three days between departure from 
hong song and arrival ia Canton, although the normal sailing time is 20 
hours**, The reason tor the delay was unknown to the wbTCO office in Hong 
song, which had received ao notification to confirm the report, published 
in the China i.uil on 1 September, that the AZOV had gone aground in the 
Poarl iver. this report was believed incorrect, and ukTCO personnel were 
of the opinioa that Sergayev, master of the AZOV, had awaited favorable 
weather before proceeding in unfamiliar waters. 


5, On 5 September 1950 Charles CHHONG, «ETCO manager in Shanghai, made a short 
visit to Hoag kong. he was entertained at a party aboard the SS EASTERN 
PRIDE, which was attended by a majority of the ilong Aong staff of the 
setropolitan Commercial Company (iuKTCO) and the officers of all the 
wORTRANS vessels in port.+** 
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+ Comment. The ordinary river steamers usually make the trip 
in about 12 hours. 
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
